OTDAW A, Dec. 20—The tequest.of 
the Canadian Manufacturer” wesc 
tion As necently expressed by a res- 
olution passed at Toronto that the 
duty on farib tractores be veplaced is 
exciting some interest at the capital. 
The situation is that the duty has nev- 
er been really removed ‘but an order- 
in-council passed on February 7, 1918 
provided for its remission hy the} 
customs department for a period of 
one year, In other words, the duty is 
refunded to~tmporters of farm trac- 
tors not exceeding fourteen hundred 
dollars in value. 

Should no action be taken by tthe 
government prior to February 7 next 
the duties on, imported tractors, as 
well as the duties on meat cattle and 
traction attachments dealt with in the 
same order-in-council will again be 
collectable. Should parliament not 
meet before February an extention of 
the period of remission of dutties can 
be provided for only by. a supplemen- 
tary order-in-couneil. :
